El Salvador

Tuesday night to seek a cease- 
fire in the two-day-old war, but 
there was no immediate indica- 
tion of success.

vise on minor problems, direct 
deeply troubled people to the 
right agency, and let them know 
about the free help that is avail- 
able (such as VD clinics) would 
be a great thing for this city! —

Dear Club Memoers Every- 


where: A youth telephone line 
such as the one in Sacramento, 
California, takes, first of all, 
dedicated workers, willing to 
canvass the community for (un- 
paid) volunteers who qualify as 
good listeners. These include 
not only laymen but also pro- 
fessional people, to be called in 
emergencies. No one should be 
expected to donate more than 
one or two hours a week. 


Next, you need money: Enough 


for telephones: plus brochures, 
cards, etc. advertising the ser- 
vice. You might find a rent-free 
office in a public building, if 
you interest the right officials. 
Sacramento's Town and Country 
Junior Women's Club started 
its 
Youth Life Line with not 


much more than $200; keeps it 
going for around $30 a month. 


Third, a training program for 


volunteers is essential. No one 
should serve on the phones un- 
less he or Elie has learned the 
fine art of NOT saying too much! 


Each person must be aware 


of all the local help agencies 
and which referral best suits 
the questioner's need. A psy- 
chiatric social worker could as- 
sist you here, and perhaps a city 
or county agency will lend you 
one for a while. 


Another approach to an open 


ear for youth takes more money, 
but assures continuation. Organ- 
izations may band together, do- 
nating a monthly wage for a 
trained counselor who answers 
teen problems on a special tele- 
phone in her own home. This 
works successfully in Lancast- 
er, Pennsylvania, where Teen 
Problems Anonymous is headed 
up by Optimists Club. 


In several large cities, such 


as Los Angeles, hospitals or 
other agencies have assumed 
financial responsibilities. Your 
club might sound out various 
directors of local institutions. 


No one knows better than a 


family relations columnist how 
necessary it is for young people 
to have a listening ear. So often 
they write, "I just can't talk to 
anyone close —I'd be too em- 
barrassed." When they can pour 
out their troubles without fear of 


condemnation —or recognition 
— many times they've taken the 
first step towards solving them.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—Edd Roush is 70 years old but 


still appears in such fine fettle that few baseball veterans 
would have been surprised had he held out before the 
recent Old-Timers' game at Shea Stadium. 


Of course, nowadays a holdout or sports retirement is 


about as common as a campus riot. It's Joe Namath one 
clay, Richie Allen the next, Bill Russell the clay 
after. 


Doesn't anybody here want to play the game anymore? 


Hut Roush was holding out and retiring long before it 


was fashionable. He rarely made it to spring training for 
more than a week before the season opener. Once he 
waited until three days before the start of the season. 
And once, 1930, he just waited—and waited and waited ant! 
waited. By the time he got off his front porch it was foot- 
ball season. 


The Hall of Fame outfielder who played in three leagues, 


the Federal, American and National, from 1913 to 1931', nml 
had a lifetime batting average of .312, did play in the Old- 
Timers' game, for fun if not for finances. 


"The players now have troubles over something else, not 


salary, the way I did," 
said Roush. "I always stood up 


for what I was worth. 


"I was 22 years old when I came up with the White Sox 


in 1913. I was making $125 a month, and only for five one- 
half months. So when the Indianapolis bail club in the 
Federal League got in touch with me and offeree! me 
$2,000, I went. 
. . . . . . 


"In 1915 I made'$4,000-in the'Federal League and it would 


have taken me nearly 10 
years to make that with the 
White Sox. The 
Federal 


League folded after 
1915, 


for financial reasons." 


In 1917 Roush, then with 


Cincinnati, led the league 
with a .311 batting average. 
The next year he lost the 
batting 
championship 
by 


two points to Zack Wheat, 
who hit .335 


"And do you know what 


happened 
after that sea- 


son?" 
he 
asked. 
"They 


wanted to cut mv salary 
$500. Cut it! I was' making 
$5,000 then, I held out until 
three days before the sea- 
son began. To this day I 
still don't know what they 
could have been 
thinking 


about," 


By 1919, however, Roush was earning $15,000 a year. 


That season the Reds beat the White Sox in the World 
Series. However, some Chicago players were not trying 
too hard. It resulted in the Black Sox scandal. 


"You just can't mess around with gamblers if you're in 


front of the public," said Roush. "And 
you can't have 


gamblers frequenting your place of business, the way Joe 
Namath does. 


"We had some players on the Cincinnati ball clnl) who 


wouldn't stop going to places where gamblers were. This 
was about nineteen ami twenty-one. We got rid of them." 


In 1930, Roush felt he was again being underpaid. So he 


decided to quit. 


"1 figured that if I couldn't make anything out of i t , that 


1 might as well stay home," he said. "I was 37 then. You 
gotta quit sometime. I felt that was as good a time as any 
l i u l the next year the team was hurt by the Depression 
and had to sell a lot of players. The owner asked me to 
c-iuiie hack to help draw crowds. So I went back for one 
more year." 


Roush almost quit after the l!)2(i season, when he was 


trade:! lo the New York (Hunts and John J. McCraw 
whom IK- playe:! for in 1916. 


"I didn't enjo\ playing for Mcfiniw," s:jid Roush. "You 


make a bad play and he would use every swear word 
imaginable on you. I was going to quit and wrote him u 
letter telling him I would not play for him for (inn kind 
tit money, lie kept writing me letters and offering me more 
nioiiev. I! u I I was busy hunting quail in Oakland Cits, Ind. 
Kinalh, he asked to see me in Chattanooga, where the 
team uas coming north. 


"I was supposed to he in his room at 8 in the morning 


Hut I lolled around with the players in the hotel. Finally 
we met in hi.s room at 
l'> M. After a little hassle he oi- 


lered me $70,000 lor three years. 1 said okay, but I told 
'um that if he ever cussed me out. he was damn liable 
to !id hurt. 


"I got in uniform and played six innings that day, got

U of A-LRU 
Merger Set 
for Sept. 1 


LITTLE ROCK ZAP) - The 


trustees of the University of 
Arkansas and Little Rock Uni- 
versity Tuesday night executed 
an agreement under which the 
two universities would merger 
Sept. 1. 


The merger was authorized 


this year by the General As- 
sembly after 
being endorsed 


since 1967 by the trustees of 
the U of A and the trustees of 
LRU. 


The legislature appropriated 


$1 million for fiscal 1969-70 for 
the merger. The boards said 
the money would be used at 
the Little Rock campus to ex- 
pand the staff and Increase sal- 
aries of instructors. 


Dr. David W. Mullins' presi- 


dent of the U of A, said sal- 
aries would be boosted from 
seven to 11 per cent. 


The first priority, he told 


newsmen, will be to improve 
operations of the Little Rock 
campus 
where possible. The 


boost in salaries is designed to 
hold and attract qualified in- 
structors, he said. 


Because of the limited apd 


propriation by the legislature, 
tuition at the little Rock cam- 
pus will not be as low as that 
on 
the 
main 
campus 
at 


Fayetteville, Mullins said. 


However, the board voted to 


cut the tuition at the Little 
Rock campus from LRlfs reg- 
ular $20 per semester hour to 
$17 per semester hour. Over 
the school zear, this would cost 
the student taking the normal 
number of courses about $100 
less. 


Mullins said the continued 


relatively high tuition on the 
Little Rock campus 
and the 


lateness of completing the mer- 
ger probably would not result 
In a sudden, sharp increase in 
enrollment at Little Rock. 


An attorney 
for 
the 
LRU 


board was asked about the pos- 
sibility of the Donaghey Foun- 
dation filing a friendly suit to 
determine whether it could con- 
tribute to the merger institution 
at little Rock. 


However, a member of the 


LRU board indicated that he 
anticipated such a suit. 


The 
Donaghey 
Foundation 


has provided much of the fi- 
nancial backing for LRU over 
the years.

The committee is consider- 
ing a resolution proposed by 
Sen. 
Edward W. Brooke, R- 


Mass., which urges that the 
United States halt MIRV tests 
so long as the Soviet Union does 
the same. 


Brooke has enlisted 40 cospon- 


sors for his M1RV resolution, 
thus bringing it within 10 votes 
of a Senate majority. His aides 
say private pledges of support 
from other senators put the to- 
tal past a majority. 


Brooke's resolution asks that 


President 
Nixon propose an 


immediate U.S.-Soviet morato- 
rium on MIRV tests. 


The Pentagon said June 13 the 


United States is going ahead 
with the testing of MIRV war- 
heads for Minuteman and Posei- 
don missiles. 


The MIRV issue has come up

When East won the third dia- 
mond and led a s e c o n d 
heart. S o u t h should have 
abandoned the diamond suit 
and tried to double finesse in 
clubs. Unless both club hon- 
ors were held by West, this 
would give South three club 
tricks and his contract.

Recalling 1930

ll the spaceshots being in 
the morning when a man is 
supposed to be at his place 


of business, t had never seen 
one except in a TV playback 
— but this morning I went back 
to the house and watched the 
liftoff on the moon shot at 8:32 
our time, 


The difference between a play- 


back and the original is obvious: 
Before the playback you know 
everything went off on schedule, 
but on the original live tele- 
cast you are dreadfully aware 
of all the risks of spaceflight. 


But it was perfect— and in a 


few minutes the great Saturn 
rocket had its men safely in or- 
bit. 


The big moment, of course, 


will be Sunday afternoon, when 
two men land on the moon, one 
walks about gathering crust sam- 
ples, and then they start the 
lone engine which should carry 
their small craft back to the 
main spaceship. That will be the 
moment the world is praying. 


Tuesday's high 
temperature 


here was an official 101—with 
an earlier 102— marking a grow- 
ing line of 100-degree days. The 
situation is general over 
the 


South. 


In last week's boat excursion 


on the Tennessee River our par- 
ty of nine was plagued by inces- 
sant heat day and night. The 
radio told us in our island camp 
it was 103 in Memphis last Thur- 
sday, July 10. On the road a 
Louisiana man said it was equal- 
ly scorching in his state, as did 
our friends from Jackson, Miss. 


I was surprised to note on our 


return trip through southwestern 
Tennessee that the corn crop 
still looked good. But it can't 
stand much more of this with- 
out rain. 


Your editor has a sharp mem- 


ory of the great drouth year 
1930, our second year in Hope. 
We had a solid month of 100- 
plus days, with a record one 
day of 111 at the Experiment 
Station. How we lived through 
those days, with heat-fired Lino- 
types in the newspaper building 
and no airconditioning is beyond 
comprehension in these cushy 
times. 


In 1930 the rains quit the mid- 


dle of May and didn't resume un- 
til Sept. 10. Corn and most crops 
were a total loss, cotton made 
half a crop— and, oddly enough, 
watermelons did fairly 
well, 


somewhat smaller than usual, 
but sweeter because of less wat- 
er content. 


Illinois had an identical disas- 


ter in 1934 when it lost its en- 
tire main crop— corn. As I re- 
call, my mother's old hometown 
of Quincy hit a record tempera- 
ture of 114. 


We've been lucky for a couple 


of decades— and perhaps the wea- 
ther will still give our farm com- 
munity a break.
